5l/ll 32) s about 503 rasters north of the 
icnaer Landratsamt (county administration) , r/as occupied by 250 tO 300 
Polish soldiers w The unic, which was generally referred to as an in- 
fantry unit, had been stationed there since 19h6 0 It was commanded by a

The soldiers were young men serving their term of service,, 3h 1953^ 
the 1927 and 1920 classes were serving in the military establishment.

6c In August 1950* a Polish border guard unit of about 120 men was 

quartered in a four-story brick building, about 20x30 motors, in the 
soutnem sector of Seitehberg (P 51/ IT U2), on the east side of the road 
leading to Heudorf (p 5X/K U2)* opposite the athletic ground 0 The 
superior headquarters of this unit v/as located in Slats (p 5l/u 3l*} 0 (3) 

Jo ihe officers and some oi the 2M wore round service caps with a red ribbon© 
The old square Polish cap was also seen© 

80 The unit was armed with Polish rifles, submachine guns with both drum 
and clip magazines, and some light machine guns© It was equipped with 
25X1 four or five motor veliicles and some horse-drawn vehicles 0

60 men and was said zo be assigned to a headquarters in Breslau

seemed to be trained personnel « (it) 

11c Only a Soviet ^kosaondattxra headed by a captain vsas located in Pad 

Landeck (P 51/ H 43 ) * Eight Soviet civilian engineers, who v/ere super-*' 
vising the raining of uranium ore near Soiienberg, were assigned to the 
kosaendatura 0 A number of buildings in Bad Landeck were requisitioned 
as a recreation area for Soviet officers® 

12 C Up to the beginning of August 1950 , a Polish border guard detachment 
of about 30 men was located at the Kuckuck 1 rin* about 3 km south of 
tne edge of Kat sober (P 51/Z 85)^ on the east side of the road to 
Hoossrdtz (P *51/ J 30)* The dotachmont liras under the command of an 
oi fleer named ^orenski (fnn) * The soldiers wore round service cans 
with s green ribbon*

away all live-stock and the entire inventory* The buildings and the land 
was turned over to the Polish state.
